House sustains tax cut veto 


WASHINGTON (UPII - The House to 
day upheld President Ford’s veto of a 
six-month tax cut extension, leaving lit­ 
tle hope of preventing an increase in 
withholding tax rates for most 
Americans in January 


“ This is it.” said Rep A1 Ullman. D- 
Ore., chairman of the House Wavs and 
Means Committee, following the vote 
“ There is no further action on this mat­ 
ter ” 


Ullman echoed the sentiments of dis­ 
appointed House Democrats, who said 
uniformly they planned no further ef­ 
forts to extend this year ’s tax cuts before 
Congress goes home Friday for 
Christmas 


Republicans stood solid on the 265-157 
vote, which was 17 votes short of the 
required two-thirds majority needed to 
override Only 19 Republicans voted with 
the 246 Democrats in favor of the bill 
while 32 Democrats joined 125 Republi­ 
cans in opposing the override. 


A White House spokesman said Presi­ 
dent Ford "was obviously quite 
pleased ” Ford had asked Congress to 
add a federal spending ceiling to any tax 
cut 


Asked what Ford might try now to 
resolve the issue before Christmas. 
Deputy Press Secretary William 
Greener cited the President’s statement 
Wednesday and said "he certainly hopes 


something will be done” to come up with 
a new bill containing a spending ceiling. 
Two plans surfaced for possible 
further moves in the two remaining days 
of the session, but the chances of either 
were slim 


House Republican Leader John Rhodes 
suggested a resolution freezing 
withholding rates at present levels 
through March 15. But Ullman. and even 
some Republican leaders, opposed that 
plan 


A spokesman said vSenate Finance 
Chairman Russell Long was considering 
passing the same bill as an amendment 
to a minor bill, adding some “ con­ 
ciliatory language” that might allow 


Republicans to vote to override any se­ 
cond vote 
The language, however, would not con­ 
tain a specific ceiling on fiscal 1977 
spending as Ford has demanded 
Ford in a statement issued after the 
vote said: 
“ I am willing and waiting to sign 
legislation coupling a tax cut extension 
for 1976 with a clear commitment by 
Congress to cut the growth of federal 
spending Today’s vote was a major 
milestone toward my goal.... 
“ There is no need for income taxes to 
go up on New Year's Day if the Congress 
in the 13 days remaining in 1975 will join 
me in such a simple commitment to the 
American people ”

Senate committee oks 
Bush as CIA director

The County Water Advisory Commit­ 
tee Wednesday delayed acting on a 
proposal for a study of the conjunctive 
use of the couniy’s water basins and in­ 
stead appointed a five-member special 
committee to review the proposal. 
At the same time the full committee, 
headed by Dr. William Bollay, and in­ 
cluding a delegation from Lompoc, 
wrote Lompoc Basin into the scope of 
work to be undertaken. The inclusion of 
Lompoc by name into the scheme of 
things was considered a victory for the 
north county. Previous wording covered 
the hydrology of the Santa Ynez Basin, 
the Buellton Basin and the Santa Rita 
Basin, but made no direct mention of 
Lompoc Basin by name. Scott was elated 
with the action. 


Scott made the motion for the appoint­ 
ment of the special committee to consist 
of two north county officials, one from 
the Santa Ynez River Water Conserva­ 
tion District, and one from the City of 
Lompoc; two south county officials; and 
Charles Lawrance. engineer-manager 
for the County Water Agency as the fifth 
voting member. 
The full committee approved the mo­ 
tion unanimously after a lengthy 
proposal by Stanley C. Hatch, legal 
counsel for the SYRWCD. Hatch outlined 
basic concerns of north county entities 
for the consideration of water rights 
downstream from Cachuma Reservoir. 


In other action, the committee ap­ 
proved recent action of the Board of 
Supervisors in awarding a $20.000 con­ 
tract for the exploration of alternate 
proposals for bringing of state water into 
Santa Barbara County through Ventura 
County, but emphasized some special 
concerns. For example the committee 
wanted it understood that while it ap­ 
proved the investigation of bringing 
water through Ventura County, the com­ 
mittee wanted to give continuing priority 
to the coastal aqueduct which has been 
the state’s top proposal for the delivery 
of water via San Luis Obispo County. 


The full committee also ordered 
Lawrance to come up with a time table 
for implementation of Phase I and Phase 
II projects. North county entities have 
pushed for committee investigation of 
proposals for a water reclamation reser-

cutoff is 
defeated 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The Senate 
today defeated administration-sponsored 
legislation that would prohibit any U.S. 
civilian paramilitary operations in 
Angola, but allow continued U.S. covert 
aid to democratic factions there 
The vote on the legislation, authored 
by Sen Robert Griffin, R-Mich , was 26 
to 72 It came after the Senate held 
another closed session to debate the 
touchy issue 
The Griffin legislation was an effort to 
counter legislation by Sen. John V Tun- 
ney, D-Calif., prohibiting any funds in 
the $112 4 billion defense appropriation 
from being used for Angola 
The Senate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee today approved a resolution calling 
for an immediate halt to all U S military 
aid to Angola and urging withdrawal of 
foreign forces, including Cuban and 
South African troops The resolution by 
Sen Dick Clark. D-Iowa, could come up 
for Senate action before adjournment 
scheduled Friday. 
But it would still face House approval 
before going to Ford. 
The resolution provides for a total 
cutoff of funds for covert operations in 
Angola but gives Ford the option of ask­ 
ing Congress for authorization to provide 
aid or informing Congress he intends to 
finance such operations from funds 
already available to him. 
If Ford chooses the latter course, 
either the Senate or House could block 
him by rejecting the plan within 30 days 


Technicalities

PARIS (UPI) — Delegates to the 
foreign ministers conference on energy 
and raw materials today became bogged 
down in a debate over technical 
problems raised by Algeria and sup­ 
ported by several Third World nations. 
Algeria demanded that work to be done 
by commissions being established at the 
conference should be precisely spelled 
out 
The West wants vaguely worded 
guidelines for the commissions that will 
study energy, raw materials, develop­ 
ment and finance 
The snag raised doubts whether the 
three-day conference aimed at restruc­ 
turing global economy would end today 
as scheduled

The fire in the Blue Angel on Manhat­ 
tan's Upper East Side started about 2 30 
a m but an entertainer at the club said 
there was a smell of smoke at least 30 
minutes before flames were seen 


Fire Commissioner John T O’Hagan 
said the dead included five women who 
were trapped in the nightclub's powder 
room when the lights failed and two men. 
one found near the entrance to the 
cloakroom and the other in another part 
of the building

WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford signed into law today a bill ap­ 
propriating $2 3 billion in loans to enable 
New York City to escape default 
The signing of legal papers on the first 
loan for $130 million and the transfer of 
the money to city accounts via computer 
was expected to take place at a meeting 
in Comptroller Harrison J Goldin’s of­ 
fice this afternoon 
Under the program, the city will be 
able to borrow up to $2 3 billion for short 
periods over the next 30 months to carry 
it through those times when expen 
ditures exceed revenues But the loans 
must be repaid by the end of each fiscal 
year 
Treasury Secretary William E Simon 
is authorized to refuse to make further 
loans if he thinks there is no “reasona­ 
ble" chance of repayment 


mittee chairman, read Ford's letter 
which said in part 
Hush and I agree that the need for in­ 
telligence shall take precedence,” in the 
confirmation process If Bush were con­ 
firmed Ford said, “ I will not consider 
him as my vice presidential running

New York by now would have defaulted 
on its obligations, forcing the city to file 
for bankruptcy under a procedure that 
would have led to years of court battles, 
might have put the city’s daily opera­ 
tions under a judge’s supervision for 10 
or 20 years and possibly could have re­ 
quired federal troops to police the 
streets and collect garbage

Thornton Clark, a travel agency 
official in Cambridge, Mass, said 
this is the worst Christmas season 
for travel in a decade 
Nevada’s Gov Mike O’Callaghan 
asked President Ford to step into 
the holiday travel crisis and name a 
mediator to expedite settlement of 
the mechanics’ stnke against Unit­ 
ed Airlines — the nation s largest 
domestic air carrier 
The 12-day-old strike against 
United and a cabin attendants’ 
stnke that has grounded National 
Airlines for 34 months have left 
other airlines swamped and thou­ 
sands of persons scrambling for 
seats aboard alternate airlines, 
trains and buses 
In Minneapolis, some cabin atten­ 
dants of Northwest Airlines said 
they planned a work stoppage 
Christmas week to protest lack of 
progress in negotiations, but a 


spokesman for the union said she 
knew of no such plans 
The San Francisco Airport was 
jammed to capacity by 3,000 Ft Ord 
trainees homeward bound for the 
holidays and forced to camp in the 
terminal 
Extra buses were called in to han­ 
dle the crunch and Amtrak booking 
agents were swamped with calls. 
Amtrak reports most major routes 
were filled 
The Civil Aeronautics Board 
moved to alleviate part of the 
problem Wednesday by authorizing 
Pan Am, an international carrier 
normally barred from serving cities 
on the U S 
mainland 
to carry

A vear ago. his office 
reported collections of 52 per 
cent of an « 4 2 million levy 
Deadline for first installment 
pavments was Dec 10. when a 
six per cent penalty was slap­ 
ped on tax deliquents. 


Blanchard declared he felt 
the percentage decline this year 
was due to the “ general 
economy 
I feel it is due to the recent 
tendency of many 
taxpayers 
not to pay their second install­ 
ments along with their first by 
Dec 10.” he said 


In other years, many tax­ 
payers paid their total bills by 
Dec 10 thus adding millions of 
dollars to the December collec­ 
tions. it was shown 
Even with the slight percen­ 
tage decline Blanchard s office 
has collected more than $5 
million more this year than last 
year at this time due in part to 


the bigger total levy 
The 14« 5 million collected 
will be apportioned in late 
December to the county 
government, schools and other 
districts involved 
including 
fire protection 
so they can 
meet their current obligations 
Hal Burnett, co-chairman of 
Taxpayers For Striking, has es­ 
timated earlier that perhaps 
hundreds of fellow tax 
protesters had joined him in 
refusing to pay first installment 
taxes 
Those not paying first install­ 
ment taxes by Dec 10 must pay 
an automatic 6 per cent penalty 
bv June 30 to avoid further 
penalties 
Moreover, the defaulters of 
the first installment can t pay 
their second installment taxes 
due next April 10 without 
penalty as well unless they pay 
their first installment 
Blanchard said he was highly 
pleased by the performance of 
his staff in processing the pay­ 
ments so quickly this month 
We got the job just about 
done and the money in the bank 
in five working days.” he 
pointed out 
"The office has 
done very well ” 
All the big taxpayers — the 
petroleum companies, utilities 
and others — waited until the 
10th to pay as usual, to avoid 
losing interest on the big sums 
involved

Gasoline use

SACRAMENTO <UPI) - 
Gasoline consumption by Cali­ 
fornians increased in October 
following a seasonal decline in 
the previous month, the state 
Board of Equalization reported 
Wednesday. 
The 869 million gallons used 
by drivers represented a 3.4 per 
cent increase from September. 
The board said there was an 8 
per cent decrease in September 
from the peak vacation month 
of August.

Cut the red tape 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
6.000 persons who participated 
in White House-sponsored 
forums on domestic policy 
generally felt there is too much 
red tape in government, says 
Vice 
President Nelson 
Rockefeller. 
The vice president, who along 
with Cabinet members and 
other federal officials conduct­ 
ed the forums in six cities, 
presented his findings to Presi­ 
dent Ford Wednesday. 
” ... In the main, what was 
called for from the federal 
government was leadership, un­ 
derstanding, clearer policies, 
simpler rules and program con­ 
solidation.” he said. 


"Total high bids received 
from the sale amount to a mere 
$438 2 million, in contrast to 
your own presale estimate of 
between $1.5 to $2 billion.” 
Brown said. 
"The magnitude of this dis­ 
parity demonstrates that 
something is wrong.” he added 
" I hereby request that you 
reject all bids received by the 
Department of Interior.” 
Brown said the oil and gas in­ 
dustry estimated the market 
value of natural gas and oil at 
$235 billion in the original lease 
area, which included Santa 
Monica Bay, later excluded 
from the sale 
"The paltry sum bid by the oil 
companies is egregiously out of 
line with these billion dollar 
pre-sale estimates, even taking 
into account elimination of the 
Santa Monica Bay tracts from 
the sale,” Brown said.

SACRAMENTO. Calif. (U P I) 
— Lynette Fromme, sentenced 
Wednesday to a maximum life 
term for attempting to murder 
President Ford, insists she in­ 
tentionally did not fire when she 
thrust a loaded 
45-caliber 
pistol at him 
During the tumultuous 90- 
minute 
sentencing 
hearing. 
Miss Fromme hit the prosecu­ 
tor with an apple — which she 
said was aimed at the judge — 
and was dragged screaming 
from the courtroom 
In a 130-page private state­ 
ment submitted to U S District 
Judge Thomas MacBride, the 
Charles Manson cultist said the 
thought of confronting Ford in 
Capitol Park Sept 5 “tore me in 
two” 


F or the firs t tim e , she 
declared that before she walked 
to the park from her apart­ 
ment. she loaded the automatic 
with five bullets, including one 
in the firing chamber. She said 
she then deliberately ejected 
the round from the chamber 
and watched it fall to the floor. 
In the document, a copy of 
which later was shown to U PI. 
Miss Fromme said she was 
fam iliar with the weapon and 
could have shot the President if 
she had wished 
Defense attorneys argued in 
the trial that Miss Fromme 
drew the weapon to draw atten­ 
tion to her environmental con­ 
cerns 
and dem ands th a t 
Manson he given a new trial. 
She refused to testifv on her

The $530.000 worth of gold 
bars was found in a DCS owned 
by Overseas National Airlines 
Co.. a private charter service 
based in New York The plane 
had been flown into Charleston 
Air Force Base to pick up 
military personnel and fly them 
to Frankfurt. Germany. 
Louis Weeks, a civilian con­ 
tractor who unloads planes at 
the base, was removing spare 


seats from the cargo area when 
he found the five boxes contain­ 
ing the gold. The boxes were in 
a floor compartment in the 
front of the plane, an area not 
normally used for cargo. 
A spokesman for Overseas 
National said the gold had been 
placed on the plane Dec. 6 by a 
Saudi Arabian airline which had 
chartered the aircraft. TTie 
original bill of lading identified 
11 boxes, each containing 25 
bars of gold weighing 2.2 pounds 
each. 
“ The value of the total ship­ 
ment was placed at $1,355,000,” 
the spokesman said. But he said 
the parent firm — which 
frequently carries bullion — 
“was not informed there was a 
shipment of gold on the air­ 
craft.”

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Gasoline tax hike not needed, Brown says

Edmund G 
Brown Jr 
says he has convinced the 
pillars of California business 
that a gasoline tax increase to 
create jobs is inappropriate and 
unnecessary 
Brown met for five hours 
Wednesday behind closed-doors 
with some of the state's most 
powerful and influential busi­ 
ness leaders in a give-and-take 
discussion of ways to stimulate 
the economy and employment 
He also made clear he would 
accept no revisions in business 
taxes that would reduce reve­ 
nue to state government 


The conference produced no 
magic solutions 
but Brown 
said he believed he succeeded 
in raising the "confidence 
level” of the executives in his 
11-month-old administration 
One participant. David Pack­ 
ard. board chairman of Hewl­ 
ett Packard Co . said his 
colleagues were "very impress­ 
ed with the 37-year-old Demo­ 
cratic chief executive He said 
Brown had a 
good understan­ 
ding ' of improving the econom­ 
ic climate of California without 
sacrificing the quality life 
The businessmen, appointed 
as an adviforv task force by 


Brown last summer to propose 
wavs of expanding business and 
job development, had urged 
him to support, "if absolutely 
necesary. a modest temporary 
increase” in the seven cent a 
gallon state tax on gasoline as a 
means of creating more jobs 
through highway construction 


But Brown, who has insisted 
an increase was "not needed 
and not appropriate.” told 
reporters later he convinced 
them a gasoline tax hike would 
not create jobs and constituted 
"just another wav to take from 
Peter to pay Paul ” 


If vou tax one group, and 
then you keep it in the pipeline 
for awhile and then you pour it 
out. you have not added any 
jobs.” he said " You have taken 
money out of one pocket 
and

Brown said while he will 
study the proposed revisions in 
the business inventory property 
tax law. "Pm certainly not will­ 
ing to give up state revenue at a 
time when the demands of the 
budget are tremendous

ployment were $1 5 billion

Moynihan. whose frequent 
outspoken criticism of the 
United Nations has angered 
other delegates, said "through­ 
out the world, individuals and 
governments have observed 
this General Assembly with dis­

In a reference to the Nov 10 
resolution equating Zionism 
with racism, the American am­ 
bassador said. "This splendid 
hall has. since the opening of

For Christmas holidays Mrs. El Roy Janzen of the Star 
Motel, a cooking hobbyist, shares recipes for cookies, 
candies and a torte. "For people who enjoy chocolate, she 
says, here is a recipe will surely please you. It was given 
me by a young lady with whom I worked in Monterey 
when I first came to California.” 
Chocolate Chip Brownies 
Melt over hot water: 1/3 cup buttei^or margarine, 2/3 
package chocolate chips (6 oz. size). 
Sift together: 2/3 cup flour, 4 teaspoon baking powder, 
l 4 teaspoon salt. 
Beat 2 large eggs until thick, gradually add 4 cup sugar 
and beat thoroughly. Add the chocolate mix (hot) and 
blend Add the flour mixture and mix well. Stir in 1 teas­ 
poon vanilla and 4 cup finely chopped nuts. Spread in a 
well greased 9 x 9 inch pan. Sprinkle the remaining 
chocolate chips evenly over the batter. Bake in 350 oven 
for about 30 minutes or until toothpick comes out clean 
when you check the center of the batter. 
Spicy Sugared Walnuts 
1 tablespoon egg white, unbeaten 
V4 cup sugar 
2 cups walnut halves 
1 tablespoon cinnamon 
Heat the oven to 300. Place nuts in a small bowl, pour 
the egg whites over and stir until nuts are coated and 
sticky. 
Mix sugar and cinnamon, sprinkle over the sticky nuts 
and stir until nuts are completely covered. Spread on un­ 
greased cookie sheet and bake for 30 minutes. 
Says Mrs Janzen. "This recipe came from Arkansas 
but was given to me by Hank Giles when he spent a month 
at our motel while working for State Farm Insurance Co. 
in Feb. of 1974.” 
• Fudge (makes about 5 lbs.) 
3 pkgs. chocolate chips (6 oz. size) 
30 large marshmallows — cut into quarters 
4 lb Nucoa margarine (use 2 sticks) 
2 cups nuts 
2 teaspoons vanilla 
Put above ingredients in a large mixing bowl and set 


aside. Bring to a boil: 44 cups sugar, 1 tall can Carnation 
milk. 
When it comes to a rolling boil, boil 7 minutes stirring 
constantly. Pour over the other ingredients and beat until 
completely dissolved. Pour into buttered pans and leave 
in the refrigerator for two days before cutting into 
squares. 
"It is a good idea to have at least one or two people 
around to help with the beating,” says Mrs. Janzen. "My 
mother-in-law gave me this recipe and we took turns 
beating. It tired us out but when it was ready to eat, felt it. 
well worth the effort.” 
Served to our contributor recently while visiting her 
sister-in-law, Mrs. Donald Knowles of Fresno, this des­ 
sert found favor. 
Fruit Cocktail Torte 
Sift together: 
14 cups sugar 
4 teaspoon salt 
2 cups flour 
2 teaspoons soda 
Beat 2 eggs and 1 teaspoon vanilla with a fork. Add one 
can of fruit cocktail (16oz. size) juice and all. Add the dry 
ingredients and mix gently until moistened completely 
Pour into a greased 9 x 13 inch pan. 
Combine 1/3 cup brown sugar, 4 cup coconut, 4 cup 
nuts and sprinkle over top of the batter. Bake in 300 
degree oven for 1 hr. 
Frosting: 
4 cup sugar 
4 cup canned milk, undiluted 
1 stick butter 
Boil together for 2 minutes. Add another 4 cup coconut 
or pecans and 1 teaspoon vanilla. Beat well and pour over 
the torte. The frosting will be quite runny but pour it over 
the torte while still very warm.

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1,285 new, revised state laws go into effect on Jan. 1 


S A C R A M E N T O U JPI) - 
After 103 years, the state next 
month ends its efforts to govern 
the private sexual behavior of 
its citizens Similarly. 60 years 
of some of the nation's strictest 
marijuana penalties will be 
relaxed 
These measures are among 
1 285 new or revised laws pas­ 
sed by the D e m o c ra tic - 
dominated legislature and ap­ 
proved by Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr during his first year 
in office 
The bulk of them 
routinely take effect at mid­ 
night Dec. 31. 
Other New Year's changes 


are these: 
A cell in prison will be 
guaranteed for heroin dealers 
and criminals who use firearms 
in robberies and other serious 
crimes 
It will become illegal for a 
man to be a prostitute 
Promiscuous teen-agers will be 
able to get birth control treat­ 
ment without their parents' 
knowledge.

boys in athletic programs 
Businesses will be hit with a 
1600 million unemployment in­ 
surance tax increase And. the 
grev whale becomes the official 
California marine mammal 
Also passed this year, but 
already put into law. were 
measures establishing a major 
agricultural labor relations act 
and a state housing finance 
program, as well as some 
medical malpractice reforms

Coach or qb: 
who should be 
calling shots?

SAN FRANCISCO - (N EA ) — For more than eight years. 
Steve Spurrier, who once won a H eism an Award for 
his field generalship on the football field, had waited for the 
chance to call signals regularly as a pro quarterback with 
the San Francisco 49ers 
In m id-season, his team in desperate straits, he was finally 
getting it And so. notified one recent Sunday that he was go­ 
ing to be the field boss. Steve w ent over to his head coach on 
the sidelines before the gam e and said. "I w ant to go over 
w hat plays I'm going to call. Coach ” 
Dick Nolan looked at him out of the com er of his eye and 
said. “ We re calling the signals Didn't anyone tell you?” 


Spurrier gaped and shook his head and w ent unhappily on 
the field when the 49ers got their first offensive possession 
E very play a different running back relayed instructions 
from assistant coach Don Heinrich on the sidelines The 
49ers sputtered and stuttered and halfway through the se­ 
cond quarter w ere down to the Los Angeles R am s 14-0 After 
a fum ble coughed up the ball to the R am s deep in Los 
Angeles territo ry . Spurrier ran to the bench and took Nolan 
aside for an earn est talk 


“ Look. C oach.” he said, “ w e’re not doing anything this 
way Let me call the plays .” 
This has been an argum ent that has been going on in foot­ 
ball since free substitution began just afte r World W ar II. 
and Paul Brown started his m essenger system of shuttling 
guards with instructions from the sidelines. 
It used to evoke passionate debate, especially about the 
coaches taking the gam e out of the p lay ers’ hands. Otto 
(iraham , despite the record, has not been accepted as the 


most successful quarterback of all tim e sim ply because 
Brown was calling the shots Crusty, experienced signal 
callers such as Bobby I,a vne used to say they would never ac­ 
cept the m essenger system because a coach on the sidelines 
did not have the sam e feel of the gam e they did 
But Brown m ade it work, and other coaches followed suit 
and now the issue has becom e largely academ ic because 
m any college and pro team s call all plays from the bench, 
and the sight of new players stream ing in every play, like a 
relay of ants, is accepted as part of the game. 
But it is im portant to equate the difference between Paul 
Brown calling plays, as he still does for the Cincinnati 
Bengals. and the situation as it existed on a team like the 
49ers. 


Spurrier won his point in this particular gam e against the 
R am s and, calling all the plays with the wile and experience 
he has accum ulated in alm ost nine seasons, he rallied San 
Francisco to an em otional, last-second victory over the 
heavily favored R am s (and ironically, may have saved 
N olan’s job tem porarily). 


“ What the hell,” said one veteran offensive sta r on the 
club, “ why shouldn't Steve call ’em ? We got nobody else to 
call ’em anyhow. And Steve’s a com petitor." 
Spurrier, in fact, had been sidetracked for the starting 
quarterback job on the 49ers the first half of this season 
because he had the tem erity to defy a gam e plan in an exhibi­ 
tion contest against the R am s, and put the ball up in the air 
instead of keeping it on the ground as ordered. 
The last tim e a quarterback challenged the signal-calling 
authority of the 49er coaching staff, he was pushed into 


retirem ent John Brodie. who held the job for the better part 
of 17 years, confided after a victory over Atlanta early in the 
1973 season that he was probably going to be benched 
because he disagreed with Nolan on how the offense should 
be run. He was. and after that season he quit. 
General m anager Don Klosterm an of Los Angeles, once a 
quarterback him self argues that coaches should send in the 
plays because they devised the offense And Coach Chuck 
Knox does call all the signals for quarterback Jam es H arris. 
Just, as for instance, Tom Landry of the Cowboys sends in 
the plays to Roger Staubach for Dallas. 
But veteran quarterbacks Bill Kilm er of Washington and 
Fran Tarkenton of Minnesota run their own gam es, with only 
brief suggestions from the sidelines 
"S ure," nods K losterm an. “ they’re like coaches on the 
field anyhow " 
Dick Nolan m ay not have that kind of confidence in 
Spurrier, who. despite the fact that he has been around since 
1967. has never been the clear-cut starting quarterback But 
Nolan, who is well respected by the 49ers as a conscientious, 
hard-working coach, does not fill that confidence gap either 
simply because he does not — as men like Brown, Landry 
and Knoz do — take over the play-calling responsibility 
him self He has delegated it to his assistant coaches. 
You don’t mind the boss telling you what to do. You’re 
reluctant to accept authority unchallenged from one of his 
aides Especially if those aides don’t have the track records 
to convince the players, and particularly the quarterback, 
that their judgm ent is infallible. 
Besides which, a quarterback is paid to think as well as 
throw 


NFL says no 
to Memphis 


NEW YORK (U PI) — John Bassett, a 
man used to getting his own way. was 
rebuffed W ednesday by the National 
Football League expansion com m ittee in 
his bid to o b tain a fra n c h ise for 
Memphis 
Bassett, who gave the defunct World 
Football League instant credibility when 
he lured aw ay Larry Csonka, Jim Kiick 
and Paul W arfield from the Super Bowl 
champion Miami Dolphins, m ade his 
pitch to have his M emphis Southmen 
team becom e part of the NFL He was 
joined by re p re s e n ta tiv e s of B ir­ 
m ingham 
The N FL’s expansion com m ittee of 
Pittsburgh Steelers vice-president Dan 
Rooney. San Francisco 49ers president 
Lou Spadia and Dallas Cowboys general 
m anager Tex Schram m turned down the 
applications. 
The com m ittee, which consulted by 
te le p h o n e w ith D e n v e r B ro n c o s 
chairm an of the board G erald Phipps, 
cited the fact the NFL already is putting 
expansion franchises into Tampa and 
Seattle next year in rejecting the ap­ 
plications 
“ We felt at this tim e we should not 
have any additional expansion,” Rooney 
said “ At this tim e, because of problem s 
that exist — in litigation, finances and 
personnel — we should not have a further 
dilution in the form of players, television 
revenues and public relations, which 
would be necessary to m ake these team s 
known. 
“ We listened to their views We told 
them that we felt we should not do it at 
this tim e But we would get back to our 
full m em bership We told them w e’d do 
it anyway they desire, a special m eeting 
or a mail ballot They said they’d get 
back to us in a couple of days and let us 
know how they wanted it done.” 
The setback is highly unlikely to deter 
B assett's from his objective of gaining 
an NFL franchise He cam e to the expan­ 
sion com m ittee m eeting arm ed with 
pledges to buy 40.000 season tickets and 
appproxim ately 25 players from his 
Southmen team still under contract In 
addition to the three form er Dolphins.

M anagem ent Group, a vast com plex of 
com panies specializing in athlete m anage­ 
ment and sports prom otion His em pire is 
m ade up of 12 offices around the world and 
250 em ployes with a payroll of $2 5 million 
IMG grosses $25 million annually and 
M cCorm ack’s client list includes more 
than 150 athletes and 100 other assorted 
celebrities, team s, associations, corpora­ 
tions and television networks 
A Yale U niversity Law School graduate. 
M cCormack began it all with an associa­ 
tion with Arnold P alm er in 1959 
After 
that, it w as just like m agic. E verything he 
has touched has turned to gold 
“ I love what I’m doing very m uch,” said 
M cCormack, running his hand through his 
graying blond hair 
“ I don't think the 
degree of success should a lte r your 
m otivation " 
M cCormack lives in a $300,000 split-level 
home in suburban Cleveland He also has a 
M anhattan apartm ent in New York, a 
town house in London and a condominium 
in the F iji Islands There doesn’t seem 
enough tim e, he adm itted, to get to where 
he’s going 
“Of course, you're in business to make 
m oney." he agreed “ But money becomes 
less im portant as you get involved 


“ I’m not trying to m ake X am ount of 
dollars in X am ount of tim e now I’m just 
trying to be a little m ore productive and a 
little more efficient each year.

Local option 


Environmental activists in 
Santa Barbara County are try­ 
ing to include in the county’s 
proposed new oil code a “ local 
option’’ clause which would 
allow a community to deter­ 
mine whether or not it wants 
an oil facility in its space That 
determ ination 
is presently 
made at the county super­ 
visorial level. 
Predictably, the oil industry 
is against the proposal as are 
some pretty influential county 
officials who feel the m atter is 
a planning-zoning m atter and 
should be left in the hands of 
the planning commission and 
supervisors rather than in the 
hands of the people who live in 
the affected area. 
Being proponents, general­ 
ly. of local control of govern­ 
ment. we have to go along with 
the local option clause and its 
inclusion in the county’s oil 
code. While it may become a 
n u i s a n c e f a c t o r for 
oil 
development, 
it would un­ 
doubtedly make oil facilities 
considerably more responsive 
to the residents who live in a 
facility’s sphere of influence. 
A p p a r e n t l y t h e r e a r e 
several instances of what a 
lack of local control could 
mean presently extant within 
Santa Barbara County, one in- 
vol vi ng the La k e M a r i e 
Estates in Santa Maria and the 
other involving the Embar- 
cadero housing development 
near a Burmah oil facility on 
the south coast. 


ROVirT around with R.O.V. 


In the case of Lake Marie, 
the residents there have com ­ 
plained of air pollution for 
several years, only to be told 
the source of the emissions is 
very hard to pinpoint. The 
county has used pollution 
detection machines in the area 
for about nine months on an in­ 
termittent basis, but so far to 
no avail. The pollution per­ 
sists, as do the complaints. 
The Em barcadero residents 
have also com plained for 
years about emissions fouling 
their area, and in this case the 
source is ex actly known. 
Again, nothing much has been 
done a bout the p r o b l e m , 
although some relief may be 
on the horizon. Burmah wants 
to expand its facilities in the 
area and the county has tied an 
emission clean-up campaign to 
any such 
expansion. 
The 
p r o b l e m p e r s i s t s t o d a y , 
how ever, as do the c o m ­ 
plaints. 
Clearly, some form of local 
control would diminish, if not 
entirely prevent such air pollu­ 
tion abuses on the part of not 
only oil facilities which have 
taken some unfair lumps late­ 
ly, but of all 
i n d u s t r i a l 
facilities which emit air pollu­ 
tion. If it takes a governmen­ 
tal body years to solve a 
problem for those living within 
its purview, then some form of 
alternative action should be 
made available to those af­ 
flicted. A local option clause 
could well do just that.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Hoover slandered King 


WASHINGTON - The FBI vendetta 
against Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., 
didn’t end with his murder. The old FBI 
bulldog J Edgar Hoover, who had tried 
to blacken King’s name while he was 
alive, also tried to tarnish his death 
Not long after King was gunned down 
on the balcony of his Memphis motel on 
April 4, 1968. Hoover 
sent word to me that 
the motive behind the 
m u r d e r 
w a s 
n o t 
racism but cuckoldry, 
that the assassin ap­ 
p a re n tly had been 
hired by a jealous hus­ 
band. 
I have held back this 
story for more than 
seven years because of 
m y 
r u le 
a g a i n s t 
revealing sources. But 
Hoover is now fading 
from the contem porary scene into 
history. His incredible attem pt to panic 
King into committing suicide, it seems 
to me. also abrogates any right he may 
have to confidentiality Therefore. I have 
decided it is in the public interest to tell 
the story 
Back in 1968,1 was on good term s with 
the old FBI curmudgeon He sent word 
through an interm ediary that King’s 
killer. Jam es Earl Hay, had been in Los 
Angeles shortly before he returned east 
to stalk the civil rights leader. 
Hoover's messenger suggested that 
Ray had been hired by a jealous husband,

Los Angeles and did my damndest to con­ 
firm the FBI leads. I waylaid the wife 
and husband separately for confron­ 
tational 
interview s and questioned 
others who might have known of the 
alleged love affair, the paternity of the 
child or the attitude of the husband 
toward King. 
I could find absolutely no evidence 
which contradicted the couple's own ex­ 
planation that Dr. King was an honored 
friend of the family, a frequent guest in 
their home and nothing more. 
I also discovered with deepening ap­ 
prehension that there w ere no FBI 
agents on this trail that was supposed to 
be so hot. I returned to Washington 
satisfied th at the FBI story was 
erroneous and half convinced that it was 
a deliberate hoax. 
Yet I was reluctant to believe ill of 
Hoover. Like so many others, I wanted to 
believe there was at least one rock of in­ 
tegrity in Washington. He had, after all, 
created a m iracle — an honest and ef­ 
ficient police force out of what had been 
in 1924 a corrupt menagerie of drunks, 
hacks, m isfits and courthouse hangers 
on So I kept the jury out on Hoover. 
In late 1970 the jury came in, for me. I 
happened to be on an airplane with the 
late Rep Hale Boggs. D-La , then the 
House Democratic leader. He told me 
how Members of Congress were being in­ 
tim id ated , if not blackm ailed, by 
Hoover. 
He said that the FBI would come upon 
a skeleton in a M ember's closet — a 
woman, a vice, a shady business as­ 
sociate — and then get word to him that 
an accusation against him had reached 
the FBI and they wanted to alert him so 
he could be on his guard. From then on, 
the Congressman was likely to be a cap­ 
tive of Hoover’s. 
For the next few days, 1 circulated 
among officials and newsmen who were 
likely to know something about the dark 
side of Hoover. I discovered that every 
last one of them was afraid of Hoover. A 
check of the newspaper morgues in late 
1970 demonstrated the result of Hoover’s 
carrot-and-stick 
m astery of

relations: decades of laudatory, often 
idolizing coverage; but no sustained, 
brass-knuckled, mass circulation attack 
and few criticisms of any kind 
Because we believed no police official 
should ever become this powerful in 
America, we began an investigation of 
the FBI chief. In a series of columns that 
ran sporadically from December, 1970, 
through the fall of 1971, we revealed 
among other things: 
That Hoover had received $50,000 for 
books written in his name by FBI person­ 
nel on government tim e; that he had ac­ 
cepted annual free vacations at the Hotel 
Del Charro near the Del Mar. Calif., 
racetrack from oil millionaire Clint 
Murchison. Jr.; that Hoover used the 
FBI to dig up and circulate dirt about the 
private lives of prominent Americans 
who had committed no crime; that he 
had kept C ongressm en under su r­ 
veillance, then lied about it. 
We also discovered that the man of 
steel, the deity who kept a life-sized 
bronze bust of himself in the foyer of his 
home, was in reality, even as you and I, a 
fatty with a sweet tooth and a stomach 
full of gas pains; a dweller in a burglary- 
ridden 
neighborhood 
w hose 
own 
Christmas lights had been vandalized; a 
fearful old man who crouched down in 
one corner of his bulletproof limousine 
and propped up his hat in another corner. 
As the months of 1971 passed, and it 
was seen that we had not been struck 
down by lightning, critical scrutiny 
began throughout the national media — 
Life, Time, Newsweek, the daily press, 
nightly television 
The result was instructive. Hoover 
suddenly pulled in his horns. He began to 
turn down Nixonite requests for bag 
jobs. He vetoed the W hite House 
"H u sto n P la n " to fo rm alize the 
presidential guerrilla warfare against 
the Constitution. 
White House aides complained that 
Hoover had grown soft. But Hoover had 
rediscovered the re stra in ts of the 
American system — too late for his 
reputation but not too late for the 
country.

F ro m the S ta te D e p a rtm e n t of 
Education: 
"State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction Wilson Riles said to­ 
day (OCT. 7) that the testing program, 
the first of its kind in the nation, offers 
young persons a new potential exemption 
from C alifornia’s school attendance 
law." 
A volume of observations will probably 
be forthcoming after results of Satur­ 
day’s testing around the state. 


One of the reasons why the new law 
has inspired so much comment is that it 
touches so many aspects of education 
with the prospect of change. One of the 
most interesting is the im pact on 
finances of education. In Lane's words: 
"Instead of 14 years of public education, 
the Department of Finance 
can look 
forward to growing numbers of students 
completing their educations, including 
two years of community college, in 12 or 
13 years, resulting in substantial overall 
savings to the state." 


Locally the impact on the fragile 
finances of Lompoc Unified School 
District, was not immediately clear, 
although some of the elem ents are 
known For example, Joe Carlin, district 
business manager, says the district 
stands to lose half or about $500 of the 
$1,000 in revenues for each student who 
leaves school on the early exit provision 
in January. The $1.000 comes from state 
and local property tax sources, and with 
federal aid, makes up the approximate 
$1.200 it costs to educate a student. 
If 
all 40 of the students who will take the 
proficiency examination Saturday pass it 
and get their parents’ permission to 
leave school, the district would lose 
about $20.000 Carlin doesn’t think the 
amount would pose a problem, but he 
declined to speculate on what would hap­ 
pen next year if increasing numbers 
avail themselves of the law 


Washington calling by

Government 
NEEDS 
secrecy 


W ASHINGTON - " S e c re c y in 
government.” 


You only have to use that expression to 
stir anger and indignation and draw a 
blast from the nearest politician. So 
much has been revealed that happened 
behind closed doors and in back alleys in 
the FBI and the CIA that the mere 
suggestion that all 
government 
business 
cannot be conducted in 
a goldfish bowl gets an 
instant knee-jerk reac­ 
tion. 


But the plain truth is 
that this is an impos­ 
sibility and, if the de­ 
mand is pushed to the 
u ltim ate lim it, not 
o nly w ill s e rio u s 
dam age be done at 
home but we shall lose 
the tru s t and con­ 
fidence of our allies and friends abroad. 
That is the issue in what is known as the 
"government in the sunshine" bill which 
passed the Senate 94 to 0. 


The author is Sen. Lewton Chiles, D- 
Fla., who says a sim ilar measure has 
worked very well in Florida, the 
sunshine state 
Every agency, every 
commission must hold virtually every 
meeting in public. 
It would apply to the Board of Gover­ 
nors of the Federal Reserve system 
which has responsibility for assuring the 
soundness of the nation’s commercial 
banking system. To try to do this in a 
goldfish bowl would entail grave risks 
not only to certain "problem " banks but 
to fiscal stability. 
Chairman Arthur Bums of the Fed 
went up to tell a House subcommittee 
the other day why this is impossible. Sup­ 
posing, he said, we have a bank holding 
com pany come before one of our 
meetings. They want to acquire Bank 
XYZ. XYZ is a problem bank. Now sup­ 
pose we hold a public discussion of its 
difficulties. 
The likelihood would be a run on the 
bank and the ripple effect might well 
damage the belief in other problem 
banks. The net result could have the 
most serious consequences for the entire 
banking system. 
A provision in the sunshine law as pas­ 
sed by the Senate would allow certain 
passages in the transcript of a closed 
m eeting to be deleted. But, Bum s 
testified, it would not be long before the 
purport of those deleted passages 
became known and the same shock wave 
would rock the banking community. 
" T h e inclusion of the F e d e ra l 
Reserve’s monetary policy and bank 
regulatory functions under the bills in 
question,” he told the subcommittee, 
"would be fraught with no less mischief 
than the inclusion of meetings of the 
National Security Council or meetings of 
the Secretary of State with his principal 
aides or meetings of the Secretary of the 
Treasury with foreign finance ministers, 
or meetings ‘in cam era’ of the members 
of a Federal appellate court.” 
In short, he was saying that a great 
deal of the government’s business must 
be done in private and particularly 
where international relations are con­ 
cerned. 
This is the heart of the m atter over the 
contempt citation which the House in­ 
telligence committee is pressing against 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger. 
W oodrow Wilson w ith his brash 
rhetoric about "open convenants openly 
arrived a t” perpetrated a doctrine that 
over past decades has done a great deal 
of harm. A convenant with another 
power must often be secretly negotiated. 
When it becomes public it can then be 
subjected to scrutiny and criticism. 


Burns gave it as his considered judg­ 
ment that foreign central banks would 
severely limit their present candid ex­ 
changes with the Fed if the Board were 
required to give public notice of the sub­ 
ject m atter of closed meetings and to 
record every word spoken at a closed 
meeting He noted that a court later 
might require the complete recording to 
he released 


Something like this has already hap­ 
pened with the CIA. Foreign govern­ 
ments are known to be withholding 
highly confidential information that 
formerly came to the agency as part of a 
reciprocal exchange They fear that such 
information and, even more important 
the source, will appear in next week’s 
headlines. 


Burns is fully aware that his is a most 
unpopular position. Secrecy in govern­ 
ment, these are code words ringing a bell 
that conjures up a picture of sinister con­ 
spirators at work in secret hideouts 


Sunshine may be very well for Florida, 
but it cannot be applied arbitrarily to the 
complex affairs of the most powerful na­ 
tion in the world.
